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The ‘SNL’ elect on? 


Live from New York, it’s 
undecided voters’ chance 
to meet the candidates

Tina Fey’s signature red suit and faux Alaskan 
accent were hard to miss in 2008. 

This election year, the next star political 
imitator on “Saturday Night Live” may be 
Jay Pharoah, the show’s newly anointed por- 
trayer of President Obama, taking over the 
role from fellow cast member Fred Armisen. 
And as “SNE’ continues its jabs at candidates’ 
idiosyncrasies in the weeks ahead, at least one 
expert says those depictions could affect vot- 
ing behavior. 

Mike Dabadie, co-founder of Virginia- 
based Heart + Mind Strategies, a nonpartisan 
research group, conducted a survey on Elec- 
tion Day 2008 to see how “SNE’ skits may 
have influenced the electorate. 

Dabadie found that 66 percent of voters 


had seen the sketches portraying Republican 
vice presidential candidate Sarah Palin; her 
running mate, John McCain; Obama; and 
his running mate, Joe Biden. With increased 
recognition of the “SNE’ brand of political 
humor, that number could rise this election 
season, Dabadie said. 

Because many voters may have already 
decided for whom they’ll vote, Dabadie said 
the greatest potential effect is on indepen- 
dent voters. About 12 percent of registered 
independents who had seen the “SNE’ skits 
in 2008 said the impersonations made them 
less likely to vote for McCain and Palin. Four 
percent said the same of Obama and Biden. 
In swing states, 14 percent of voters who had 
seen the sketches said they were less likely to 
vote for McCain and Palin, while 6 percent 
were less likely to vote for Obama and Biden. 

“The campaigns are flghting over a smaller, 
switchable group of voters,” Dabadie said. “In 
a tight election like 2008 —and in a tight elec- 
tion like this one— {candidate portrayals] can 


have a substantial impact.” 

But Robert Thompson, director of the 
Bleier Center for Television and Popular Cul- 
ture at Syracuse University said the comedy 
bits likely would affect voters only if some 
unknown attribute is revealed. 

“Take Will Ferrell doing George W Bush: 
That was hysterical,” Thompson said. “But I 
don’t know that any undecided voter would 
sway because of that. I can’t imagine anybody 
who’s going to vote would say, ‘Oh, I didn’t re- 
alize he was like this.’ ” 

Although Pharoah “has mastered some re- 
ally subtle ticks” of the president, Thompson 
said, he likely won’t influence voters as much 
as Fey did in 2008. 

Dabadie said the skills of the actors mat- 
ter too. 

“The extent to which the actor is making 
a connection to the person he or she’s trying 
to portray matters,” Dabadie said. “If the ac- 
tor isn’t coming across as funny or genuine, it 
won’t have as big of an impact.”

NEW YORK Iranian President Mahmoud Ah- 
madinejad on Monday disregarded a U.N. 
warning to avoid incendiary rhetoric and de- 
clared ahead of the annual General Assembly 
session that Israel has no roots in the Middle 
East and would be “eliminated.” 

In remarks to reporters in New York, he 
also said he does not take seriously the threat 
that Israel could launch a military strike 
against Iran’s nuclear facilities, denied send- 
ing arms into Syria and called economic con- 
ditions in his sanctions-hit country “not as 
bad as they are portrayed.” 

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanya- 
hu has hinted Israel could strike Iran’s nuclear 
sites and has criticized President Obama’s po- 
sition that sanctions and diplomacy should be 
given more time to stop Iran from acquiring 
nuclear weapons. 

Iran denies that it is seeking nuclear arms 
and says its atomic work is peaceful, aimed at 
generating electricity 

“Fundamentally we do not take seriously 
the threats of the Zionists. ... We have all the 
defensive means at our disposal and we are 
ready to defend ourselves,” Ahmadinejad said. 

He is in New York to attend the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly His speech is scheduled for 
Wednesday 

On Sunday U.N. Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon met with Ahmadinejad and warned 
him of the dangers of incendiary rhetoric in

“Iran has been 
around for the last seven, io,ooo years. They 
{the Israelis] have been occupying those terri- 
tories for the last 6o to 70 years, with the sup- 
port and force of the Westerners. They have 
no roots there in history,” he said, speaking to 
reporters through an interpreter. 

The modern state of Israel was founded in 
1948. 

In 2005, Ahmadinejad called Israel a “tu- 
mor” and echoed the words of the former 
Iranian Supreme Leader, Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, saying that Israel should be wiped 
off the map.

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WHO NEEDS MEN? 

UNATTACHED WOMEN ARRIVE ON TV SCREENS IN FULL FORCE THIS SEASON 


VIEWING HABITS 

The gender dynamics in viewership for female-centric TV are as one might expect: More worn 
en prefer shows about single women. Last season, “2 Broke Girls” averaged 5.4 million female 
viewers versus 4.3 million male viewers, according to Nielsen. “New Girl” averaged 4.9 million 
female viewers and 3.1 million male viewers. However, when it came to HBO’s “Girls,” one of 
few of these series to depict nudity and the messy side of sex and single life, males outranked 
women (660,000 versus 557,000). Go figure, losangeles times

Just before the opening credits of “The Min- 
dy Project” materialize, Mindy Kaling as her 
eponymous character has a heart-to-heart 
with a Barbie-like doll— and moments later, 
gets served. “If you don’t pull it together, no 
one will ever love you,” the doll warns. Add- 
ing insult to injury the plastic figurine notes 
that she “at least” has a boyfriend. 

“When that hot, mean doll pointed out 
that even she had a boyfriend,” Kaling’s char- 
acter says in a voice-over, “that’s when I start- 
ed to cry ... This is not where I should be.” 

From Mary Tyler Moore on “The Mary 
Tyler Moore Show” to Hannah Horvath of 
“Girls,” the free-spirited single woman has 
been a staple of TV entertainment, a light- 
ning rod for the culture wars and a mirror 
for society’s shifting views about the place 
of a post-feminist woman. This season the 
single woman is one of the hottest commodi- 
ties, and the abundance of prime-time single 
women reflects a societal reality Barely half 
of all adults in the U.S. are married (a record 
low), according to a Pew Research Center 
analysis of U.S. Census data. 

Those who find themselves tying the 
knot do so later in life, with the median age 
for brides at 26.5 years old. And if it feels 
like your Facebook feed is overrun with an- 
nouncements of friends getting hitched, 
imagine how it might look in i960— when 
59 percent of women ages 18-29 were mar- 
ried, compared with 20 percent today 

The fall onslaught presents the unattached 
female in a variety of guises — women who are 
neither bimbos nor pure role models but try- 
ing to find their TV feet in 2012 just as real 
single women are. 

“Society has always been obsessed with the 



single woman,” said Kate Bolick of the At- 
lantic, who wrote a recent cover story about 
her single life at 39 and how it reflects social 
trends— which was developed into a comedy 
pilot recently purchased by CBS. 

The most high-profile dame leading the 
charge this season is Kaling. The 33 -year-old 
leaves her eight-year stint as a writer and ac- 
tor on “The Office” to make her headlining 
debut on Fox’s “The Mindy Project” starring 
as an unlucky-in-love gynecologist. 

Kaling, sitting in her studio office in Uni- 
versal City decorated with “Tbu’ve Got Mail” 
and “Hannah and Her Sisters” posters, said 
she’s aware that her on-screen persona is 
not the most laudable figure; Kaling’s Mindy 
Lahiri might pray that her next suitor is su- 


perbly well endowed and takes pleasure in 
putting effort into date attire. (Then again, 
she doesn’t pray, as viewers will see in Tues- 
day’s series premiere.) 

“It’s tricky because I think when you’re a 
woman creating a show, you become a role 
model in away that kind of creeps up on you,” 
Kaling said. “But that translates to a feeling 
of ‘Well, don’t make the character something 
that you wouldn’t want girls to look up to and 
want to be.’ But I’m not interested in doing a 
show that is just some political statement or 
trying to appease people by presenting wom- 
en in a certain positive or altruistic light.” 

Some of her fictional single-women co- 
horts have other things on their mind too, 
like how to discipline their teen daughters 
or figuring out how they’ll pick up their kid 
from school and make it to their night shift 
at the bar on time— just as real women do. As 
of 2011, 11.7 million families in the U.S. were 
headed by a single parent— of which more 
than 85 percent are headed by women, ac- 
cording to U.S. Census data. 

Twenty years ago, fictional newswoman 
Murphy Brown (Candice Bergen), a more 
complicated version of the single working 
woman with her temperamental personality, 
drew the rage of a vice president with her de- 
cision to have a child out of wedlock. While 
such a notion might be a little less shocking 
these days, the bulk of single moms spotlight- 
ed this season are divorcees. 


Ali Adler, co-creator of “The New Nor- 
mal,” said that women, particularly single 
moms, are experiencing a “what can I be 
when I grow up?” point in their lives. “The 
New Normal” showcases Georgia King as 
Goldie, a single mom from the Midwest 
who wants to give her daughter a better life 
and, with no money or resources, agrees to 
be the surrogate for a gay couple as a source 
of income. “To see [her] journey out into the 
world and to see that motherhood isn’t the 
end for [her] is something that I think is im- 
portant to explore.” 

Rebecca Traister, working on a book on 
the history of single women, said there is 
an immense change in what society thinks a 
woman’s life should look like, largely because 
the values of the feminist movement have be- 
come so ingrained into contemporary lives. 

For Dana Fox, creator of “Ben and Kate”— 
Fox’s other new Tuesday night comedy with 
an unattached female lead, played by Dakota 
Johnson— that reality is a blessing and a curse. 

“One of the things I think is interesting 
about our time right now is that we’re not in 
that ‘working girl’ moment where a woman 
in an office or not being married is a sur- 
prise anymore,” Fox said. “So there’s less of a 
sense of, ‘Oh, we need to talk about women’s 
issues’ —it used to be special and meaning- 
ful. In some ways, it’s almost more difficult 
because we feel like we don’t have to make a 
statement.”
